Mayor W. J. Schlltz will direct 
construction of the framework 
which will begin at the city water 
plant Monday.

Lewis of the Sierra Madre Sav- j 
ings Bank, chairman of the float | 
finance committee, has asked for , 
volunteer workers from the varl- ' 
ou.s organizations to a'Salst him 
in the solicitation of contributions. 

It is expected that a substan¬ 
tial .sum will be realized during 
the Bulldog band concert at the 
school auditorium tonight when 
the Chamber of Commerce will 
dispose of the beautiful radio 
awarded the city for its prize 
winning entry in the last Tour¬ 
nament. Also, it is expected that 
the card party to be held at Wis¬ 
taria Vine Gardens Monday eve¬ 
nings will realize a nice sum. 

Many reservations have already 
been made for this latter event. 
Mrs. Lawle.ss has turned the Gar¬ 
dens over to the float committee 
for the occasion and will furni.sh 
the refreshments and door and 
other prizes. Every penny re¬ 
ceived will go towards the float 
and a capacity attendance is ex¬ 
pected.

Street Work 
For 1940 Is 
Approved 

ImproveiTient Of Many 
Thoroughfares Contem¬ 
plated By City Council 

A street improvement program 
for 1940 to be financed in part 
by WPA fund.s, the city's gas 
tax allocation from Los Angeles 
county and coot of materials by 
affected property owners was ap¬ 
proved by the city council Tues¬ 
day evening. Grading and paving 
of Grand View avenue from Lima 
street to Mlchlllinda blvd. and to 
be known as W'PA project No. 6, 
is the biggest item in the pro¬ 
gram. fts estimated cost is 
$8,980.17, snd covers the same 
sort of work now being completed 
on Grand View between Lima 
street and the eastern city limits. 

A joint report by the city en¬ 
gineering and street departments 
recommending other improve¬ 
ments to be done on the same 
basis a.s the .street paving pro¬ 
gram of the recent summer. 
Propertv owners affected would 
be required to pay for the coat 
of material and the city to pay 
for labor, equipment and .super¬ 
vision, out of the gas tax fund. 

The program calls for the pav¬ 
ing and placing of curbs on Mari¬ 
posa avenue between Michllllnda 
blvd., and Sunnyalde avenue; Park 
avenue between Ramona avenue 
and Sierra Madre blvd.; Monte- 
cito avenue between Auburn ave¬ 
nue and a point 154 feet east of 
Auburn; Ramona avenue between 
Lima .street and MIchillinda blvd. 

Curbing and a gutter la called 
for on Mountain Trail avenue be¬ 
tween Laurel and Grand View 
avenue.s, and a gutter on Moun¬ 
tain Trail avenue between Grand 
View and Mira Monte avenues. 
Paving of AlcTTla avenue between 
Baldwin and Mountain Trail ave¬ 
nue.s is again Incorporated in the ! 
program and provi.slon is made 
for drainage structures on Bald- i 
I win avenue between Highland ‘ 
j avenue and Sierra Madre blvd.

Water Rights 

Sierra Madre Believes It 
Will Be Dropped From 
Pasadena Suit 


A aeries of tests to be started 
when the winter rains begin is 
expected to prove Sierra Madre’s 
contention that its underground 
water supply is taken from a 
basin entirely separate and apart 
from the one in which Pa.sadena 
draws its well water and that, 
therefore, it .should be eliminated 
from Pasadena’s suit seeking to re¬ 
strict use of underground water in 
all neighboring communities in 
the San Gabriel valley. Engineers 
of the water resources division 
of the State Department of Public 
Works will participate in the 
Investigation belng*».nade in Sierra 
Madre and Arcadia. 

A communication from J. Ralph 
Shoemaker, water engineer en¬ 
gaged jointly by Sierra Madre and 
Arcadia, read at Tuesday eve¬ 
ning’s council meeting said that 
Harold Conkling, chief of the 
water rights divi.sion of the water 
re-sources bureau had “expres.sed 
the opinion that Santa Anita basin 
(which Sierra Madre claims is en¬ 
tirely separate from the Raymond 
basin) area would be given special 
consideration by the court (in 
passing on the Pa.sadena suit) if 
studies indicate it possesses char¬ 
acteristics differing from those of 
the main basin.” 

Shoemaker explained that the 
tests will be conducted in old 
wells owned by Sierra Madre, 
Arcadia, Monrovia and Pasadena, 
extending from Sierra Madre to 
Temple City and that to facili¬ 
tate the securing of definite in¬ 
formation, a number of new wells 
have been sunk at strategic 
points. After the rains come and 
necessity for constant pumping 
no longer exists, wells in various 
locations will be shut down and 
others put Into operation. While 
wells known to be located abov* 
the Raymond basin are operated 
the effect on water levels In the 
Sierra Madre or Santa Anita basin 
will be noted. Then Sierra Madre 
and Arcadia will start pumping 
and the Pasadena and Monrovia 
well will be shut off to ascertain 
whether or not there is any effect 
on the Pasadena and Monrovia 
wells. 

“In testa previously conducted," 
Shoemaker said, “the distance be¬ 
tween the wells studied was so 
great that definite information 
was hard to obtain. Geological 
studies by the division of water 
resources have not shown any 
definite barrier between the sub- 
basins, but it is generally conceded 
that a large area of impervious 
material tends to make the char¬ 
acteristics indefinite. 

"The characteristics of the 
wells in the western part of the 
basin are being studied to de- 
I termine not only the overdraft 
I as shown by their rise and fall, 
'but also to compare such action 
I of the wells in the ea.stem part 
I of the basin. It Is generally con- 
. ceeded if the western part of the 
I basin shftws an overdraft over a 
j long perio<i during which the 
Santa Anita basin has the sur¬ 
face. the court will not penalize 
the Santa Anita basin in order to 
accommodate the basin to the 
west." 

Best known engineers and 
water authorities in southern 
j California have upheld the con- 
! tention of Sierra Madre, set up 
I several years ago, that there is 
1 a difference between the Sierra 
Madre or Santa Anita basin and 
the Raymond basin and that 
Sierra Madre is not rightfully a 
defendant In the P.asadena suit. 


Overhead lights at three danger¬ 
ous cro.sslng^s in the business dis¬ 
trict were installed yesterday. 
They were hung over the cross¬ 
walks at Kersting Court and 
Baldwin avenue, Baldwin avenue 
at Sierra Madre blvd., and Kerst¬ 
ing Court and Sierra Madre blvd. 
Installation of the lights was or¬ 
dered at the last council meeting 
in November on motion of Coun¬ 
cilman Tom Schwartz. The 
Southern California Edison com¬ 
pany put up the lights and thiy 
are expected to greatly reduce 
the danger of accidents at these 
locations.

Making Sure 
Packages 
Will Arrive 

PostmiLster Caukin Telia A 
lA)t Of Things Gift Givers 
Ought To Know 

Special packing Instructions to 
In.sure safe delivery of Christmas 
mail have been Issued by the post 
office department, along with the 
familiar slogan, "Shop now and 
mall early for early delivery,” Be¬ 
cause during the holiday time the 
volume of mall Increases approxi¬ 
mately 200 per cent. It Is a physi¬ 
cal impossibility to handle this 
great mass of mall and packages 
efficently and promptly within a 
,'ew days. Plan to mail gdfts, 
greetings, and letters at least one 
week or ten days before Christ¬ 
mas, according to the distance, 
Postnmster Caukin urges. 

All packages should be securely 
packed and wrapped, using strong 
paper and heavy twine. Cut flow¬ 
ers should be wrapped In tissue 
paper to retain moisture and then 
placed in a strong suitable box of 
wood or solid fiberboard or double 
faced corrugated fiberboard. Can¬ 
dies should be enclosed in strong 
outside boxes or containers. To 
ship drawings, paintings, un¬ 
mounted maps, etc., pack or wrap 
in strong material to avoid dam¬ 
age. When not flat, roll around 
a wooden core and then wrap and 
tie carefully or place in strong 
pasteboard tube. Books must have 
tae edges well protected. All ar¬ 
ticles easily broken must be plain¬ 
ly marked "Fragile.” 

And—as a last hint—the post 
office department says not to 
mail Chrlstmaus greeting cards In 
red, green or other dark-colored 
envelopes or In very small en¬ 
velopes.
